Pineapple Ginger Torte. 

Two tablespoons butter,  one- 
fourth cup dark brown sugar, 
firmly packed, one No, 1 tall tin 
sliced pineapple, one and _ three- 
fourths cups all-purpose flour, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, three-fourths 
teaspoon ginger, one-half teaspoon 
cinnamon, one-half teaspoon cloves, 
one-half teaspoon allspice, one tea- 
spoon soda, one-fourth cup butter 
or other shortening, one-half cup 
sugar, one egg, beaten, one-third 
cup milk, one-third. cup molasses 
and one-third cup juice drained 
from pineapple. 


Melt the two tablespoons butter 
in an eight-inch square cake pan; 
stir in the brown sugar and spread 
evenly oyer bottom of pan. Drain 
pineapple slices (saving juice) and 
arrange slices in pan. Sift flour, 
measure and resift three times 
with salt, spices and soda. Cream 
the one-fourth cup butter until 
smooth; blend in sugar thoroughly, 
Add beaten egg and beat until mix- 
ture is smooth and fluffy. Com- 
bine milk, molasses and pineapple 
juice, and add alternately with the 
flour mixture in several portions, 
beating well after each addition. 
Turn batter into pan over pineap- 
ple. Bake in a moderate oven (375 
degrees Fahrenheit) about 45 min- 
utes, or until cake is nicely

If ever there was an ideal hand 
under ideal conditions, for trapping 
opponents, this is the hand! Every- 
thing is “made to order.” First, the 
vulnerability conditons are right— 
that is, South can gain more from 
a mere two trick set of an oppos- 
ing contract than he can from go- 
ing game. Second, on the basis of 
South’s cards, there is a substan- 
tially greater chance of setting the 
opponents than of going game. 
South will have to find only one 
high card in North’s hand (perhaps 
even a queen) to insure the defeat 
of any contract the opponents are 
likely to reach, whereas to go game 
South would have to find consid- 
erable strength or.a freak in the 
North hand. 

The greatest danger to a_ trap 
pass on South’s part is that West 
will fail to hold the one spade bid 
open. But, even in that case, North, 
if he has some strength, will re- 
open to protect South’s possible 
trap. If North hasn’t enough 
strength for that protection, it is 
just as well to let East play his 
one spade.

South’s four spade bid was a 
questionable decision. To be sure, 
he had an unbalanced hand pat- 
tern, but his singleton was in ‘his 
partner’s suit and it was by no 
means certain that the hand would 
produce 10 tricks more easily at 
spades than nine tricks at no 
trump. 

West opened the ace of clubs and, 
on seeing East’s encouraging ten, 
continued with the king. South 
made his first mistake when he 
ruffed instead of discarding a dia- 
mond loser. He made his second 
mistake by drawing trumps with- 
out considering the trouble he would 
have getting back to his own hand 
to make the long heart. He groaned 
at the tough luck of finding four 
trumps in one hand against him, 
and cashed his three hearts dis- 
consolately. Since East had dis- 
carded properly, Declarer had no 
play to make the tenth trick. * 

As has been mentioned, Declarer 
would have had no trouble had he 
discarded a diamond on the king 
of clubs, since then he would have 
had a fifth trump with which to 
re-enter his hand after drawing 


‘trumps and cashing the three top 


hearts. 

But even after ruffing the sec- 
ond club, Declarer could have 
cashed two high hearts and then 
drawn trumps.

The Sneezing Menace 
By Logan Clendening, M. D. 


the common cold is beginning 

to be a menace and we are 
getting quite a lot of advice—sage 
and otherwise, about how to avoid 
it. We are told by some learned 
doctors. “Avoid catching cold” but 
they very conveniently avoid tell- 
ing us how to do it. In a little 
book, “Trapping the Common Cold” 
we are told that orange juice ex- 
erts some mystic effect, but I can’t 
advise my readers to depend on 
that to protect their nasal mu- 
cosae. 

I would be more inclined to stake 
my system of cold prevention on 
the suppression of the sneeze. 

Hveryone has_ realized’ that 
sneezing will spread infectious par- 
ticles that are in the sneezer’s nose 
out into the atmosphere, but not 
until Prof. W. M. Jennison and 
Prof. H. E. Edgerton of the 
Massachusetts Institute of ‘Tech- 
nology photographed some sneezes 
did we learn how much we had un- 
derestimated the size of the area 
of contamination that would come 
from the sneezer. 

Prof. Edgerton is an expert in 
these high speed photographs that 
catch a bullet in flight and such 
He took over 300 photo- 
graphs of sneezers at exposures of 
1-15000 of a second. 


The results showed that a sneezer 
really has power. A good hearty 
sneeze—the kind that is heard all 
over the theater—has the power to 
send a droplet containing some 
cold virus forward at the rate of 
100 miles an hour. That is about 
one-fourth as fast as the muzzle 
velocity of an ordinary .38 caliber 
revolver.

THE BULLETS that the sneezer 
propels are tiny droplets of mois- 
ture with diameters of 1-16 to 1-150 
inch and evaporate very rapidly, 
leaving the germ or virus, or what- 
ever it is, of colds to get in its 
work. For all we know, after a 
good muzzle-loading sneeze, this in- 
fectious material may stay around 
in the atmosphere for hours. 

The range of a sneezer—how far 
the droplets go—may be 12 feet, 
and one sneeze may project 5000 


droplets into the air, practically 
making a dense fog around the 
head of the sneezer and certainly 
making a halo around the head of 
the fellow in front. 

No similay study of coughing 
has been made, but undoubtedly 
the findings would be similar. 

The common cold is undoubtedly 
contagious and these studies un- 
doubtedly show the mechanism by 
which it is spread. It would be 
hard to convince a person who has 
seen the photographs of the sneez- 
ing cloud that comes out of the 
sneezer’s mouth that even a ton of 
orange juice would protect against 
this overwhelming invasion.

Grapefruit Preserve 

Remove the pulp from six grape- 
fruit. Chop the peel fine and cover 
with cold water. eLt stand over 
night. Bring to a boil and cook for 
one hour slowly. Strain and add 
this water to the pulp. Measure 
and add one cup sugar for each cup 
of liquid and pulp. Cook slowly 
until thickened. Pour into ster- 
ilized glasses and seal when cold. 


Tie-Back Curtains 

The best way to get the hooks 
even for the ties on tie-back cur- 
tains is to pull the window shade 
down to the place where you want 
the hooks to be and then let the 
bottom of the shade act as a ruler 
and place your hooks on either 
side of the window even with the 
shade. There is no guesswork 
needed. 


Culinary Topics 

Save the juice from pickled fruit 
and add it to the water in which 
the ham is boiled. 

If you prefer cookies to be soft 
rather than crisp, make them a few 
days before you want to use them, 

Remember when making chow 
chow or sweet pickles that pickles 
become soft and lose their crisp- 
ness if heated too long in the vine- 
gar. 

When making over meats into 
stews or hashes, a good color can 
be obtained by leaving the outer 
skin on the onions and frying in 
butter as usual. No other coloring 
will be necessary. 


Apple Sticks (or Other Fruits) 
Biscuit dough (two cups flour). 
Two cups sliced apples. 

One-half cup brown sugar. 

One-half teaspoon cinnamon, 

One tablespoon flour. 

One-fourth teaspoon grated lemon 
rind. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

Spread half the dough in a 
small greased pan. Cover with the 
apples, mixed with the sugar, cin- 
namon, flour and rind. Add the 
butter and cover with the rest of 
the dough. Tuck it down well on 
the sides. Prick with a fork and 
bake 30 minutes in a moderate 


oven. Serve warm or cold, 
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
